PARDON US FOR ASKING! 
Sometimes a newspaper editor can ask the most em­ 
barrassing questions! 
Sometimes (not always) these 
questions need asking! 
Squatting up here in our not-so-ivory tower today 
while the news came clacking in from the Pacific—news 
about good lads feeding themselves into the meat-grind­ 
ers of Okinawa and the Philippines—we got to wonder­ 
ing what kind of a showing the people of Warren County 
are making in the war effort here at home. 
We didn’t produce any more gray hairs in considering 
the war production job we’re doing here in the county— 
we knew that’s in good hands (and the hands are being 
pretty well paid). We didn’t worry too much about the 
wartime conservation job either—not after that bulging 
carload of tin cans Wilely Corbett sent out el here the 
other day. Nor did we fret about the victory gardens 
or the car pools or the shortages of eats and smokes. 
We’re doing all right by the boys and by ourselves on 
all these things that are relatively easy to do. 
But there was one thing that did have us wonder­ 
ing—the one war activity that underlies everything else 
at home and at the front—the one that really requires a 
major sacrifice from most of us: 
War Bonds! 
Here 
we are in the midst of the seventh bond drive since the 
start of the war, with millions of boys in Europe want­ 
ing to get home, and more millions all over the Pacific 
wanting to get their war over with so they can come 
home—and what are we doing about it, we people of 
Warren County? 
We decided to find out just how we’re doing in the 
“Mighty Seventh” War Loan— and it turned out to be 
quite an embarrassing question. 
But we’re glad we 
asked because we think you ought to know the answer. 
The answer is: we’re not doing good. 
Not good 
enough in the light of the big responsibility we have. 
Not as good as we must do unless we are willing to fail 
our fighters when they need our help and need it bad! 
We got the facts straight from Bill Yeager, chair­ 
man of the Warren County War Finance Committee. 
Here they are for you to think about: 
The Treasury and War Department asked Warren 
County people to raise the money for three B-29 Super- 
Fortresses to use against Japan. That’s our fair share 
of the 7 billion dollars the people themselves must invest 
in the 7th War Loan—so we agreed to take on the job. 
So what have we done to date? 
We haven’t bought 
ONE B-29, and the campaign is well along! At the rate 
we’re moving, we’ll miss our goal by half a plane at 
least—and a whole Super-Fort costs $600,000. 
The 
way it looks now, we’ll have to say to Mr. Morgenthau 
and Mr. Stimson—“Sorry, gentlemen! 
The people of 
Warren County fell down by half a plane. Tell the boys 
on Saipan and Tinian they’ll just have to wait until the 
next bond drive, and get along on two planes instead of 
the three we promised.” 
PARDON US FOR ASKING, bi t are we going to 
sit back and let that happen? Just because it means 
digging a little deeper into oui cash savings or our in­ 
come, are we going to deprive our Air Force of the 
one B-29 that alone might conceivably shorten the war 
by weeks or months? If you are a war bond worker 
or a war bond buyer, the end of the story is iii your 
hands. An EXTRA FEW THOUSAND DOLLARS in­ 
vested every day from now until June 30th by all the 
people of the county put together, will bring our county 
up to where it should be. We know \ < >u can do it. But 
WILL you? Pardon us for asking- but we just wanted 
to know.

in Wartime: 
At last that recurrent query 
knocking around in the heads of 
a lot of Washington correspond­ 
ents, “What is Steve Early going 
to do?” has been answered. 
For more than 12 years Steve 
was President Roosevelt’s chief 
contact mart with the press and 
radio. More than ten years ago 
he got his first offer from private 
industry at something like three 
times his $10,000-a-year salary. 
Steve 
asked 
himself 
and 
a 
friend or two then what he could 
do conscientiously that would be 
worth $30,000 a year. He didn’t 
like the answer, and at the re­ 
quest of “his chief” he strung 
along through three administra­ 
tions and four campaigns at much 
less. 


C H O R T L Y before President 
Roosevelt died, he let it be 
known that with the President’s 
consent, he had finally decided to 
make his years of public service 
pay off in something more sub­ 
stantial than the government had 
to offer. I never heard anyone 
criticize Steve for that. 
But his acceptance of the Pull­ 
man job is an interesting gesture 
for a public servant. 
He told intimates that he was

A COMMONPLACE BOOK 


Harrison County, Ohio, as I remember it, was a 
beautiful and soothing countryside. It always reminds 
me of a few lines from Rupert Brooke: 


“I shall desire, and I shall find 
The best of my desires, 
The splash of sun, the mellow wind 
That soothes the darkening shires, 
And laughter, and inn-fires; 
W hite m ist along the black hedgerows, 
The slumbering midland plain, 
Tile silence where the clover grows, 
And the dead leaves in the lane. 
Certainly these remain.” 


It reminds me, too, of the Wessex country of Thomas 
Hardy. 
The farmlands were bland and well-clipped, 
fertile and benign. The hills (like the “hills of Kansas”, 
perhaps) were gently rounded and pleasing. Flocks of 
fat sheep dotted the hillsides. 
The only thing we lacked w as a river. 
The only substitute 
we had, when I was a boy in lush H arrison County, w as a few 
yellowy cricks m eandering sluggishly through the fa t meadows. 
W hen I moved to Cleveland at the age of ten there was still no 
river except a m iserable trickle called the Cuyahoga. True, there 
was a lake. Now, a lake is a v ast and interesting thing. 
But it 
Is impersonal, aloof, uncom m unicative. I t is nothing to do w ith 
you. A lake is not a- river. 
W hen I came to W arren it pleased me to think th a t I should 
have the experience of living on not one, but two rivers. 
W ith­ 
out a doubt there w as the Allegheny. 
It was on the map, and 
it was actually there; you could see it. W hen you pressed them, 
people even adm itted it was a river. 
As for the Conewango, 
though the natives persisted in calling it a “crick”, it was ob­ 
viously a far cry from those torpid Ohio runnels. M any a lesser 
stream is rightly called “river” everywhere else in the world. 
I looked forw ard to developing* a sort of “river-feeling.” 
Surely, I thought, this beautiful w aterw ay m ust play a p art in 
these people’s lives. 
It is right there under th eir noses. 
They 
cross it tw enty tim es a day. 
They even have to cross it to be 
buried. 
Surely they m ust use it. a t least for minor pleasure- 
boating; for recreation. It m ust play some p a rt in their history 
and their fable. 
It was not so, I quickly discovered. 
W arren burghers were 
suprem ely indifferent to their river. 
True, some barefoot boys 
w ith cheeks of tan w ent suckering in the spring. 
True, there 
were a certain num ber of cottages. 
B ut these, in 1917, were 
m ostly p retty flea-bitten shacks. True, they sometim es bedamned 
the river when, resentful of th eir slights, it turned on them, 
flooded their basem ents and quenched their furnaces. 
B ut for 
the m ost p a rt it played no part in their cultural or emotional life. 
They poured their slops into it, and otherw ise ignored it. 
Every tim e I re-read Tom Saw yer I am struck anew by the 
terrific p a rt a great river played in the lives of those simple 
H annibalians. 
It w as their food locker, their am usem ent park, 
their superhighway. I t was their life, and n et infrequently their 
death. 
Of course, the Allegheny is not the M ississippi (but ifs 
a p art of it), and 1945 is not 1850. Still this Allegheny of ours,— 
this stately riviere down which Celoron bore the proud arm s of 
France—is deserving of more of our attention than it has had 
in bygone years. 
W hether we like it or not, it’s going to have th a t attention. 
W hether we like it or not, we’re going to become river-conscious. 
Things are going to happen to this river, either w ith or w ithout 
our connivance. 
One w ay or another, its very nature and per­ 
sonality, its character, arc going to change. Some say a gigantic 
dam should be built a t Kinzua. 
Others say: NO: 
The dam 
would forever block navigation. 
We should w ork for im prove­ 
m ent.”
